French Hold Recaptured 
Ground on Front of Mile 
and Half and Inflict Heavy 
Losses on the Teutons. 


Heavy Fighting Continues in 
Eastern Galicia, Where Po- 
sitions Change Hands Fre- 
quently. 


British Aviators Carry Out 
Many Bombing Raids and 
Have Many Successful 
Fights. 


PARIS, July 18.—After heavy shelling, 
the Germans counter-attacked several 
times during the night 
sector, but failed to regain a parcel of

Details of yesterday’s success in the 
Verdun sector were given in the com- 
murication last night as follows: 

*€In the Champagne the enemy re- 
newed his attack north of Mont Teton 
and regained a footing at certain points 
im trench elements captured July 14. The 
artillery action continued violently in 
the sector of Mont Haut, where we or- 
ganized the ground gained. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse an 
operation carried out by us this morn- 
ing weet of Hill 34, developed a com- 
plete success for us. After strong ar- 
tilery preparation our troops, about 
6:45 o'clock, advanced to attack the 
enemy lines with irresistible spirit. Not- 
withstanding the energetic defense of 
the Germans we re-captured in a few 
minutes trenches which the enemy had 
occupied since June 29. 


“Pushing our advantages further we 
carried German positions beyond a front 
of 2500 meters on both sides of the 
road, between Eames and Malancourt. 
The entire first German line fell into 
our hands. A little later the second 
enemy line, after a desperate engage- 
ment, in which admirable valor was dis- 
played by our soidiers was likewise con- 
quered. 


‘The advance reached a depth of about 
one kilometer (two-thirds of a mile). Our 
line has thus been carried from the 
southeastern end of Avocourt wood as 
far as the western slopes of Hill 304, 
passing through Camard wood. 

“Several counter attacks launched by 
the enemy in the course of the after- 
noon are crushed by our fire. The Ger- 
mans suffered heavy losses. The num- 
ber of unwounded prisoners reached 425, 
of whom etght were officers.”’ 


British Aviators Make Bombing Raids 
and Have Many Fights. 
LONDON, July 18.—The officia! report 
‘from British headquarters 

last night said: 

“We captured a few prisoners and im- 
proved our position somewhat in tic 
course of local fighting early this morn. 
ing east of Monchy-le-Preux. 

“Although handicapped by thick clouds 
and strong winds, our airplanes carried 
out a great deal of successful wérk yes- 
terday in «onjunction with the artitiery 
In addition, our raiding machines 
dropped a large number of bombs on 
various pints of military importance 
behind the enemy's lines. 

“In the evening many fights took place 
in the air, as a result of which six 
enemy airplanes were brought down. one 
being forced to land in our lines: three 
others were driven down out of contro!. 
None of our machines ‘s missing.”

Heavy Fighting Continues Near No- 
vice and Kaluss. 
Petrograd, July 18.—Heavy fighting \s 
continuing in the region of Novica an:

3 ARRESTS IN KANSAS FOR SALE 
OF GERM-LADEN COURT PLASTER 


Kederal Attorney Declares Plot to 
Spread Disease Through State 
Has Been Broken Up. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 18.—A plot 
to spread terror through Kansas by the 
means of disease innoculation with 
court plaster, was declared today by 
Fred Robertson, United States district 
attorney at Kansas City, Kan. to have 
been broken up through the arrest of 
three men in different Kansas towns. 
Government tests, conducted by W. S&S. 
Smith, Government chemist, and three 
aids, were said to have revealed tetanus 
zerms on plasters which the three men 
were selling and giving away. Other 
germs, not yet identified, were declared 

to have been found. 

The names of the three men arrested 
were withheld by Robertson. The fact 
that their names were of Germanic origin 
and other features connected with the 
case might indicate, he said, that the 
act was of an eoemy nature.

A spirited contest is promised over the 
bill's new proposals for limited Govern- 
ment control of food, feed and fuel and 
for a special food administration board 
Many Senators plan to demand extension 
of Gove.a.nent control to include iron 
and st__!, and a food board of five mem- 
bers, im stead of three, as proposed. 

Desvite ths, however, sentiment was 
general in the Senate today, that the re- 
vised bill would meet most objections 
and insure its passage. The measure was 
evolved in conference of Senate Demo- 
cratic and Republican leaders. 

Chief Revisions Recommended. 

Principal revisions recommended by 
the leaders are for limitation of Gov- 
ernment control of foods, feeds and 
fuels, including kerosene and gasoline; 
creation of a special board of food ad- 
ministration of three saiaried commis- 
sioners, instead of administration by an 
individual. fixing by congress of a basic 
minimum price of $1.75 a bushel for num- 
ber 1 Northern wheat; extension of Gov- 
ernment licensing to elevators, farm 
machinery, factori>s, packing houses, 
coal mines and dealers, fertilizer pro- 
ducers and wholesalers of such products 
and Government purchase and sale, to 
secure reasonable prices of fuel, wheat, 
flour, meal, beans and potatoes only. 
Senator McKellar, Democtrat, of Ten- 
nessee, made a long speech yesterday 
criticising the contract policy of the de- 
fense council’s advisory board. The 
seven per cent. commissions for super- 
viging construction of army cantonment 
camps, he deciared, will ‘‘milk the Goy- 
ernment” of about $250,000 for each of 
the 16 camps. He charged that ‘inside 
rings’’ dominate contracts for the army, 
let without competitive bids. 
World-old standards of honesty and 
ethics, declared Senator Johnson of Cal- 
ifornia,’ Republican, require that Gov- 
ernment representatives shail not serve 
in a dual capacity—for themselves anid 
the Government. Senator Townsend of 
Michigan, another Republican, warned 
that ‘“‘ a host of vultures are flocking 
to Washington to secure war contracts 
and that the opportunity granted, if not 
eliminated, might develop a_ public 
scandal. 

Shoe Contracts Criticised. 
Shoe contracts were the basis of criti- 
cism by. Senator Kenyon of lowa, Re- 
publican, who said men were using in- 
fluence to get contracts and advocated 
action prohibiting government represen 
tatives from contracting for their own 
products. 

During the day’s debate Herbert 
Hoover, the food administrator, also was 
criticised by Senator Gore and warmly 
defended by Senators Chamberlain and 
Myers. Senator Weeks attacked the 
shipping board and its fleet corporation 
for not hastening action on the shipping 
board. program.

DRAFT LOTTERY 
ARE COMPLETE 


Drawing Will Be Held as Soon 
as Last of Seven States Re- 
port by Telegraph. 


WOULD CALL ALIENS 


Sentiment Growing Among Sen- 
ators to Force Foreigners 
Into the Army. 


WASHINGTON, July 18. — Although 
complete reports from seven States were 
still lacking early today, Provost Mar- 
shal General Crowder began final prep- 
arations for the national lottery which 
will determine the order in which 10,000,- 
000 registered men wil! come forward for 
miltary service. |

The plan for the drawing has been 
worked out in detail and approved by 


Secretary Baker. The machinery for the 
lottery has been arranged and the only 
points undecided are the exact place in 
Washington where the drawing will 
take place and the date. 

There are many questions, such as wire 
facilities, which must be considered, and 
it is probable that Gen. Crowder and the 
Washington correspondents will work 
out an agreement on this point. 

The Government will be ready for the 
drawing as soon as the last State has 
reported by telegraph that its work is 
complete. If the last telegram comes in 
the morning, the drawing can be held 
the same day. If it comes at night, it is 
probable the drawing will take lace the 
following day. 

Sentiment is growing in Congress in 

favor of adopting some means for mak- 
ing aliens liable for service in order 
to relieve the burden of communities 
with large foreign populations immune 
to conscription. Bills along this line 
have been prepared in the Senate and 
House, but many officials believe that 
the drafting of aliens would be in viola- 
tion of the principals of internationa!} 
law. 
Registrants throughout the country 
are urged to acquaint themselves with 
the serial number allotted them by ex- 
emption boards. The number placed 
on the registration cards is not indica- 
tive of the man’s order of liability. He 
must learn not only the figure assigned 
him by the bvard, but also the number 
of registrants in his district. 

Given his number and the total num- 
ber of registrants in his district, any 
registrant can figure out quickly what 
place he occupies in the line as soon as 
the results of the lottery are announced. 


Senators Renew Attacks on Training 
of Militia in South, 

WASHINGTON, July 18.—Attacks 
upon the War Department's policy cf 
training national guardsmen in 
Southern camps and the method of 
compiling the army draft quota esti- 
mates, continued today in the Senate. 

Senator Lodge said the estimate 
method was “simply preposterous,” 
and created the opinion that the rolis 
have been padded He wanted to 
Know why it was that the national 
guard from New England is to be 
sent to Southern training camps while 
the army to be raised by conscrip- 
tion is to be trained in Central Massa- 
chusetts. 

Senator 
also voiced oposition to sending 
Northern troops to Southern camps. 
Senator Watson expressed the belief 
that there was something back of 
the plan other than military reasons. 

Senator Knox said he had received 
information that the camp at Platts- 
burg was to be broken up and trans- 
ferrefl to a site at Atlanta. Ga. Sena- 
tor Wadsworth corroborated this re- 
port and characterized the policy as 
“inconsistent.”” He said the camp at 
Plattsburg, which represents an in- 
vestment by the Government of $500,- 
000, was to be abandoned the middle 
of August, although fhe climate 
around Plattsburg in the fall is ideal 
and training could continue there as 
well as in the South. 

Several southern Senators were 
clamoring for recognition when the 
discussion was ended by a point of 
order. 

A resolution declaring that the Sec- 
retaries of War and Commerce in fixing 
the quotas of the States and territories 
on the basis of registration, and not on 
the basis of population, have acted il- 
legally, And called upon them to furnish 
the public with their reasons for “so 
ignoring the express provisions of the 
conscription law,"’ was introduced today 
by Representative McCulloch of Ohio. 

Senator Fletcher read a statement that 
Surgeon-General Gorgas approved of the 
health and climatic conditions in the 
Scuth for training of troops through the 
winter.

FRENCH AMAZED 
AT AMERICANS 
THIRST FOR WATER 


Natives Don’t Quite Understand 
Why Soldiers Go Bathing 
So Often. 


LION CUB CAMP MASCOT 


Men Cleaning Up the Country- 
side Around Their Training 
District. 


AMERICAN TRAINING CAMP IN 
FRANCE, Tuesday, July 17.—The latest 
development of the camp is a post of- 
fice which will enable men to mail let- 
ters either home or to other points, to 


keep in constant communication with 


friends without revealing their exact 


whereabouts by the tell-tale cancella- 


tion mark on the envelopes, and to re- 
‘ “ 

ceive mail either through familieS or 

friends wo do not know what the des- 


tination of their letters may be. The 
system will be enlarged to fit needs. 

At present it consists in requiring that 
each soldier or office» address his com- 
munication of evéry nature from the 
American training camp, and deposit 
them in a special post office from where 
they will be taken by pouch to Paris 
and mailed in the ordinary, manner. 
Similarly return mail should be acdres- 
sed to the training camp of the A-reri- 
can expeditionary forces, Paris, whence 
iit will be forwarded to the proper ad- 
dress. 

When the troops left their base they 
took with them surplus supplies, which 
are now being turned back to the Quart- 
ermaster’s Department headquarters for 
redistribution, so that there will soon 
be more than enough of such things as 
tobacco and similar little luxuries which 
have been somewhat scarce arnong some 
troops and sections. Each day brings 
e better atotee of order and system out 
of the inevitable confusion attendant 
upon moving a large body of troops. 

Prices Are Kept Low. 

Officers who are billeted among the 
inhabitants are still billeting at the mod- 
erate prices that prevail for the ma- 
jority. They may, by request, pay one 
franc (20 cents) daily for quarters and 
provided they eat at a ‘“‘hotel” expend 
seven francs daily for excellent food. 
Prices are thus kept low to prevent a 
repetition of events early in the war 
when allied troops in French territory, 
accustomed to city prices, all but spoiled 
the French population by paving what 
seemed to them moderate, but really 
enormous rates for everything. 

The American troops have been her for 
less than a week—they are not all 
here by any means—and they have 
already made themselves thoroughly 
at home, so much so that this section 
of France looks likt a little bit of 
America. 

The correspondent made an ex- 
tended visit to the encampments this 
morning and found the men fit and in 
good spirits and full of praise for 
the friendly co-operation of the 
French people, who have willingly 
and gladly given up many of their 
own comforts to accommodate the 
army. 

The available nouses, however, are 
not sufficient to accommodate all 
the Americans who have arrived, and 
so the country side is dotted with 
newly erected barracks that have 
sprung up over night and made even 
more picturesque this beautiful 
neighborhood. 

Water is abundant here but un- 
certain as to purity, so the troops 
are adopting filtering methods by 
means of bags suspended from tri- 
pods, which astonish the loca! in- 
habitants almost as much as the 
Americans inexplicable thirst § for 
water, which is unknown to wine 
drinkers. many of whom _ § seldom 
touch water. 


Cleaning Up Country Side. 
A task which the army has taken 


upon itself is the cleaning up of the 
entire country side, and at the pres- 
ent pace the whole district will soon 
look like a well ordered garden. 
Such prisoners as are under arrest 
for minor infractions of the regula- 


making headquarters spotless and 
are bringing such a degree of order- 
liness into the place that the original 
residents are amazed. 

Likewise they find it difficult to 
understand why the soldiers take so 
many baths, for the men make for 
the nearest stream and dive in as 
soon as they are at liberty. 

The presence of the soldiers here has 
naturally introduced many novelties, 
but probably none is more welcome than 
the daily “evening concert, 
tracts people from far around, people 
chiefly who have .never heard lively 
American music and who have been 
without music since the outbreak of the 
war. 

An attractive feature of the camp ‘is 
a lion cub. It occupies a corner in the 
camp of a certain regiment. The cub 
was presented a8 a& mascot by Ameri- 
cans resident in Paris. He was young 
and playful and harmless a short time 
ago, but ls growing astonishingly and 
a veritable terror to the townspeopi« 
and now a source of doubtful amuse- 
ment to the soldiers, many of whom 
bear scratches to testify to the nature 
of hie playfulness. 

An even more strenuous course of 
training is in force than at the origina! 
camp near the landing point of the 
troops. The men work a minimum of 
eight hours daily; the officers from 12

FRENCH WARNED U, §. TROOPS 
CAN'T DO THE IMPOSSIBLE 


Paris Paper Says Own Troops Have 
Accomplished Most of the Ex- 
traordinary Things. 

PARIS, July 18.—Warning the French

MANY GERMANS FAINT HEARTED, 
DECLARES GEN. VON STEIN

AMSTERDAM, July 18.—Many Ger- 
mans have become faint hearted, 
says General von Stein, Prussian War 
Minister, as quoted by the General 
Anzeiger of Dusseldorf. The Gene- 
ral, replying to a telegram from the 
German National Union expressing 
confidence in him, gave the follow- 
ing advice: 

“Everyone should possess confi- 
dence in the future greatness of 
Germany, but an excessive anxiety 
and faint heartedness still is troubl- 
ing many persons.

SUFFRAGE DEMONS TRATORS 
ARE AT WORK IN PRISON 


Decision Reserved as to Appeal for 
Sixteen White House Agitators 
Who Got 60-Day Sentences. 
WASHINGTON, July 18.—Final de- 
cision is reserved at suffrage headquart- 
ers on the question of an appeal in the 
case of the 16 suffragists sentenced to 
60 days in jail for participation in the 
‘“Bastile Day’’ celebration in front of 
the White House. Garbed in the heavy 
one-piece prison dress, the women were 
put to work this morning in the sewing 
room of the District of Columbia work- 

house at Occoquan, Va. 

On their convictiofi in police court yes- 
terday, the defendants were ordered to 
pay fines of $25 each. They refused, and 
jail sentences were imposed. 

Dudley Field Maline, collector of the 
Port of New York, who testified in be- 
half of the prisoners and conferred with 
President Wilson regarding the case, is 
reported here to plan to resign as col- 
lector in order to carry on the court 
fight for the suffragists. 

After the women had been sen- 
tenced Malone went to the White 
House and was with the President 
nearly an hour. When he departed 
from the executive offices, his face 
and manner showed evidence of great 
emotion and he walked rapidly away 
leaving a taxicab which had brought 
him from his hotel standing at the 
gate. Malone and others conferred with 
the prisoners today.

PHILADELPHIA, July #8.—The Penn- 
syivania Railroad Co. today announced 
that it has sold all its anthracite mining 
properties and collieries to M. A. Hanna 
& Co. of Cleveland. The terms of the 
sale were not made public. 

The sale is one of the most important 
transfers of anthracite coal properties 
im recent years. The greater part of the 
company’s hard coal property was oper- 
ated by the Susquehanna Coal Co., 
whose capital stock was owned by the 
Pennsylvania Roalroad. The company 
mined about 6 per cent of the entire an- 
thracite production. 

It ww understood that the Delaware 
& Hudson Co., which has extensive min- 
ing trterests in the northern anthracite 
feids, had a long time option on the 
property, but sought concessions which 
the Pennsyivania would not concede.

AMSTERDAM, July 18.—According to 
news brought by arrivals from Berlin 
belief in liberal circles there is that 
Chancellor Michaelis is merely a stop 
gap who will prepare the way for some 
form of a dictatorship, with Gen. Luden- 
dorff in supreme control. 

Less is known of the personality of 
Gen. Erich von Ludendorff than of any 
of the other military or political lead- 
ers of that country. His fortunes have 
generally been linked with those of 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg, whose 
chief of staff he is. 

Although it was the trqops under 
him (he ‘was then only a major) which 
were the first to enter Liege, his Orst 
fame as a strategist was achieved on 
the eastern front, to which he was sum- 
moned as soon as Von Hindenburg 
achieved the supreme command there. 
Since then the two have been prac- 
tically inseparable, and even the high- 
est military circles 4? Germany have 
remained in doubt as to how much of 
the success of the latter should be at- 
tributed to the genius of his silent 
partner. 

When Von Hindenburg was appointed 
chief of the general staff, Von Luden- 
dorff was named as his fret Quarter- 
master General. Since then hie prestige 
has been steadily rising, until today he 
is linked in the popular mind of Ger- 
many almost upon a footing with his 
chief. 

Ludendorff was not born with the 
“von.” He comes of a simple North 
German merchant family... He entered 
the army at the age of 17 and made 
rapid progress. 

One of his uncles served a number of 
years on the staff of a German paper tn 
New York. 
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Michaclia Still Silent as to His Pol- 
icies. 

COPENHAGEN, July 18. —Chancello# 
Michaelis continues to preserve sil¢nes 
on the German peace program and the 
questions of interna! reform, and the 
Libera! press and politicians in Germany 
are manifesting increasing apprehension 
that when he finally breaks silence, he 
will speak with a decidedly conservative 
accent. 

His putting forward of Field Marshal 
Von Hindenburg and Gen. Ludendorff 
to discuss German peace conditions with 
members of the Reichstag: his failure 
to consult parliamentary leaders in pros- 
pective new appointments to the Impe- 
rial Prussian Cabinet; antecedenta, pre- 
vious environment and the openly 
avowed satisfaction of Conservatives 
with the change in Chancellors, contrib- 
ute to the marked uneasy feeling in 
Liberal and Socialist circles as to what 
the Chancellor's maiden speech Thurs 
day will show. 

Expected to Ask for Time. 

The speech is not expected to £0 @k+ 
haustively into questions of reform or 
peace, as the time is too short for Chime 
celldr Michaelis to elaborate a definite 
program. The Socialists’ agency 
that in all probability he will ask for aix 
weeks’ grace to inform himself and work 
out a detailed policy. 
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regarding the fate of the Reichstag’s | 
peace resolution. The clerical and rad- 
ical organs insist it will have a big ma- 
jority, although they evidently are 
counting on some decidedly uncertain 
votes. They fear, however, that Michael- 
is will refuse to accept it as a basis of 
his policy. Vorwaerts, the Socialis‘ 
newspaper, in a leading article warns 
Michaelis of the danger of temporizing 
on either question. It says the crisis 
perhaps is not over, and may redevelop 
after a short pause, and suggests that it 
is even conceivable the next manifesta- 
tion may not pass with the complete or- 
der characterizing the last. 

A successor to Foreign Secretary Zim- 
mermann has not been selected, accord- 
ing to. advices from Berlin, Leading 
Germafi papers continued their cam- 
paign for or against various candidates.

185 Persons, Including Children, Sen- 
tenced for Food Rioting at 
Dusseldorf.

STRIKE FOR WAGE RAISE AT 
FAIRBANKS SOAP FACTORY 


Part of the force of soap workers at 
the N. K. l’airbanks Co.'s plant, Second 
and Convent streets, struck this morn- 
ing for an increase in wages “from 24 
cents to 30 cents an hour. The leader 
of the strikers, who are unionized, de- 
clared 500 men walked out. Company of- 
ficials said this was an exaggeration, 
hut could not give the exact number of 
strikers. 

The men work nine hours a day and 
receive $2.16 a day. They are willing to 
continue working nine hours, but want 
$2.70 a day. They also demanded that 
their pay day be made Saturday, instead 
of Tuesday.

Thirty-five linemen employed by the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co., at 
its Webster Groves plant struck Satur- 
Gay when demand for recognition of 
thefr union was refused. The union was 
formed recently. They had been re-

It was announced ee United States 
Secret Service Agent Steve-Connell to-

Hope in Americas Naval Chiefs 


Submarine

HE two preceding articles have 
established the following two 
propositions: First, if the Ger- 
inan submarine efficiency is main- 
tained at its present standard, the 
shipping of the world, despite every 
ton that can be built, will be reduced 
by February, 1919, to less than three- 
fourths and only just over two-thirds 
of its present amount. As it is « 
question whether, after such a deple- 
tion, the allies can continue the war, 
or whether America can intervene, 
and as it is certain that the tonnage 
cannot go far below this point and 
leave England, France, Russia and 
Italy with sufficient supplies for car- 
rying on the campaign, it is clear 
that Europe and America may be 
compelled to compromise, for tha 
simple, but sufficient, reason that the 
communications of the forces. in 
France will virtually have been 
severed. 

Secondly, we saw that such meas- 
sures as to arm merchant ships, to 
improve their flotation, to patrol the 
danger zone and to convoy ships over 
it, added to all the present means of 
blocking the submarine’s progress by 
nets and mines, of hunting it down 
by aircraft and destroyers, while 
mitigating the nuisance, hold out no 
promise of solving the problem that 
faces us. We have been compelled to 
say that the anti-submarine cam- 
paign, though it has fended off dis- 
asters, has failed in its main purpose 
It has not and does not seem likely 
to bring the tale of losses to negligi- 
ble proportions. 

Innovations Required. 

In view of these two exceedingly un- 
pleasant truths something has to be 
done. We cannot sit still and wait for 
the inevitable catastrophe. What, in 
similar predicaments in private life, is 
the course that sensible people take? 
When a case of illness is obstinate and 
baffles a certain group of doctors and 
surgeons, we do not fall in with the view 
that nothing could be done, but call 
others into consultation. We go to some- 
one who may be able to suggest a new 
treatment and, if necessary, we embark 
frankly on experiment, simply because 
we know that unless we are innovating, 
even to the length of becoming revolu- 
tionary, the situation will be desperate. 

Now, in the case of the submarine, we 
have seen, in our second article, that 
al ithe things which Europe has tried we 
can extend with American help. We can 
get more mines and perhaps better 
mines, more and perhaps better guns; 
we may get improved methods of under- 
water hearing, and other scientific ideas 
which will enhance the efficiency of 
measures of the sort that we already 
used. We can add, that is to say, but 
not very greatly, nor as quickly as we 
should like, to our patrolling forces, our 
convoying forces, our above-water and 
under-water weapons, and to the means 
of protective detection. But there :s 
nothing in the present situation to show 
that mere convoys or .mere improve- 
ments can solve the probiem. 

There are, in truth, too many problems 
for any simple remedy to suffice. The 
submarine can be employed in a vast 
variety of ways: it calls, therefore. for 
an almost equal variety of antidotes. 
No single new invention, then, however 
startling and complete it may seem to 
be, will meet the case, and all this is 
another way of saying that we are 
faced, not by a scientific, not by an en- 
gineering, not by an industrial problem. 
but by a series of new and incompletely 
studied phases of naval war. 


War Problems Fighting Problems. 
In the last resort, all war problems 
are fighting problems. They can only 
be dealt with by fighting men and in a 
fighting spirit. The pundits and the pro- 
fessors can help, indeed give invaluable 
help, but it is not until their discoveries 
are handed over in working shape to 
the seamen that the real work begins. 
It is the seamen that have to find the 
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way of doing it, and up to now it is 
virtually the British seamen only who 
have tried their hand at the game. The 
Admiralty at Whitehall and the officers 
of the Rayol Navy afloat have done an 
enormous amount. Unquestionably, they 
have done their best, but, as we have 
seen, they have not done enough. They 
are not to be blamed or criticised that 
this is so. But the less they are open to 
criticism the more necessary it is that 
new advisers should be called in. What 
we want, then, much more than inven- 
tions, or more ships, or more materials, 
is new men and unprejudiced brains. 

Sea power consists of ships, weapons, 
methods of using the ships and weapons, 
trained crews, officers to command and 
lead them in war, and a supreme higher 
command, a supreme authority that di- 
rects the operation of the whole. I have 
put these in the inverse order of their 
importance, for clearly ships are of less 
importance than the weapons they car- 
ry, and the weapons no less important 
than the methods which alone can make 
them effective. And ships, weapons and 
methods will be useless unless the crews 
are skilled and disciplined, and crews 
like these cannot be possessed unless 
there are officers of high professional 
accomplishment and with a genius for 
leadership, who will turn enlisted men 
into perfected units in a fighting force 
and get the right work out of them when 
fighting comes. 

And, finally, you can never possess in 
war the best sort of ships, weapons, 
methods, crews, ofifcers and battle lead- 
ers, unless they have been created in 
peace time and are directed in war time 
by a higher command that knows its 
business. And by higher command | 
inean the controlling organization. It is 
the Board of Admiralty at London, or 
the Navy Department at Washington. 
It is a surprise to most people to learn 
that the most vital factor in naval war 
is not the navy at sea, but the naval 
command on shore. Yet it is obvious 
and elementary truth. 

Writer’s Conclusions, 

It looks, then, as if our examination 
of this subject has brought us to the 
following conclusion: If we are to be 
sure of inflicting military defeat on Ger- 
many we must first conquer the sub- 
marine. Conquering the submarine is an 
operation the right form of which has 
mot yet been ascertained. It may be 
unattainable. If so, we must hope to 
beat Germany on land before our sea 
supplies give out. But if it is attainable, 
it can be found only by a competent 
naval chief command. It is a case in 
which one wishes to call in new advice, 
and it is to the American navy only that 
we can look for such new advice. Can 
the American navy tackle this problem 
and make it its own? 

There are some naval officers here who 
would deal with this as a matter in 
which Washington waits upon White- 
hall. I submit this is altogether the 
wrong argument. By all means find out 
what Whitehall knows, get all the symp- 
toms, examine the reports of all the 
treatments that have been tried: but the 
American navy should make its own 
diagnosis and propound its own cure 
regardless of British experiences. 

It is the urgency of this tremendously 
difficult task that makes the headship 
of the American navy—whether it is held 
by one man or by many—by all odds the 
most important military office in the 
world today. For it is on the rightness 
of the American naval policy, on the 
swiftness and courage with which de 
cisions are made, on the scale and in- 
ventiveness with which experiments are 
pushed forward, that the attainment of 
victory and escape from defeat depend. 
If the greatest military genius of the 
past were alive and ready to take service 
with the allies today, it is this job and 
no other that would be assigned to him. 
It is, then, to the chief of the American 
navy that the American people should 
give their completest confidence and a 
blank check on the nation’s resources in 
wealth, industrial capacity and in brain 
power. 


HOW TO SEND MAGAZINES TO 
SOLDIERS AND SAILORS ABROAD 


WASHINGTON, July 18—Magazines 
and newspapers bearing 1 cent stamps 
hereafter may be posted, unwrapped 
and unaddressed, by persons other than 
publishers, and will be forwarded by 
postai authorities to American soldiers 
and sailors in Europe. Postmaster Burle- 
son, in his announcement, suggests that 
magazines print the following in the 
upper right-hand corner of their front 
covers: 

“Notice to the Reader—When you have 
finished reading this magazine place a 
Ilcent stamp on this notice, hand to 
any postal employe, and it will be 
placed in the hands of our soldiers and 
saflors at the front. No apping, no 
address."’ 

The publications will be carried un- 
der parcel post classification at 1 cent 
each, regardless of weight.

the serious rioting of the night before 
had ceased. 

According to the militiamen’s testi- 
mony seven or eight of them were de- 
tailed to close a saloon near the water- 
works. They were under the direction 
of the policemen. They said several 
negro men, employed at the Wabash 
freight house, were ‘‘canning’’ beer in 
the rear of the saloon. When they saw 
the soldiers and police approaching they 
ran. Then, the guards testified, one of 
the policemen ordered them to fire, 
which they did, the policemen 
firing.

Denials by Policemen. 

Meehan, O’Brien and Wilson have re- 
peatediy denied that any of them fired 
at the negroes or that they gave any 
orders to fire. Meehan has stated sev- 
eral times that he was in an automo- 
bile a block away when the shots were 
fired.

testimony before the Coroner's 
was that after the uninjured ne- 
groes were rounded up no weapon was 
found on any of them. Three revolvers 
were found in the saloon. The militia. 
men testified that O’Brien dragged a 
negro porter from an ice box and beat 
him over the head with a revolver. 

O’Brien testified, a juror told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, that he heard no 
shots, did not see any dead men and 
did not see any ice box. 

The coroner probably will resume the 
inquest Thursday. Thirteen mittimuscs 
charging murder have been issued by 
him, seven against white men and six 
against negroes. Five of the negroes 
and three whites are in custody. 

Two White Men Die. 

Two more white men died yesterday 
at St. Marv's hospital from wounds re- 
ceived in the rioting July 2. They were 
Robert Murray, 26 years old, a locomo- 
tive fireman, of Lincoln City, Ind., and 
Stephen Hopkins, 18, of 738 North Thirty- 
second street, East St. Louis. 

Murray was shot by a mob of negroes 
at fifteenth street and Bond avenue at 
the same time that Adam Herr and Dr. 
A. B. McQuillan were shot, and Thomas 
Canavan escaped. Canavan rescued 
Herr from the mob and took him away 
in his automobile, but was unable to 
get Murray. 

Hopkins was on his wav 
the afternoon and was hit by a stray 
bullet at Main street and Broadway. He 
was an electrical worker. The bullet that 
wounded nim was fired by a member of 
a white mob at a negro. The negro 
was slain a few minutes later.

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DISTURBANCES 
ARE RENEWED IN 
RUSSIAN CAPITAL 


Workers and Armed Soldiers 
and Sailors Take Part in 
Second Manifestation. 


IT OCCURS IN DAYTIME 


Participants Gather, as on Mon- 
day Night, in Nevsky Prospect 
—Shots Again Fired. 


PETROGRAD, July 18—Another man- 
ifestation of »rmed sailors and soldiers 
and working men and women, in which 
shots were fired, took place along the 
Nevsky Prospect yesterday. The extent 
of the casualties is unknown. 

The disturbances were a repetition of 
those of the day before except that they 
occurred at 2 o’clock in the afternocn, 
whereas the first outbreak 


around midnight. The manifestant¢ 
were grouped along the same part of 
the Nevsky Prospect. A number of 
Stray shots were heard, followed by the 
firing of rifles against upper windows 
and rooftops ct a seemingly imaginary 
foe. 

Soldiers invaded the printing office of 
the Novoe Vremya yesterday and an- 
nounced that publication of the news- 
paper should be stopped. They insisted 
on the compositors setting up a proc- 
lamation calling on the people to come 
to the street with arms in their hands 
and demand the overthrow of the Pro- 
visional Government, and the confisca- 
tion of the entire bourgeois press. 

“Comrades,”’ said the proclamatior, 
“might is on our side. We must imme- 
diately seize all factories. land and 
other sources of production.” 

The workmen's and soldiers’ organ 
denounces the movement underlying the 
demonstrations as threatening to ruin 
the revolution. 

For the first time since the revolution 
Cossacks appeared and patrollled the 
streets. Companies here and there car- 
r.ed machine guns strapped to their sad- 
dies, the men leading their horses.

Trouble Caused by Disbandment of 
Alleged Insubordinate Regiments. 
LONDON, July 18.—Reuter’s Petrograd 

correspondent, in a dispatch dated Tues- 

day, telling of the disorders in the Rus- 

Sian capital, says: 

-e Meximilist leaders tried to pro- 
voke a mutiny in the Petrograd garrison 
yesterday in consequence of reports that 
measures had been taken against some 
regiments at the front which had been 


insubordinate, The attempts at the out- 


set met with little success, but gradually 
some of the soldiers were won over. 

‘Early in the evening armed groups 
of demonstrators paraded the streets 
and later lorries carrying machine guns 
appeared and moved incessantly to and 
fro. The people, who at first had for 
the most part kept to their houses, find- 
ing no disorder was taking place, filied 
the streets as spectators and as auditors 
at open air meetings. 

Soldiers Carry Armas. 

‘‘When the first regiments left their 
barracks to participate in the demon- 
stration, contrary to repeated orders of 
the Workmen's and Soldiers’ Council! 
they carried arms. One regiment 
marched along the Nevsky prospect, ap- 
parently with the intention of going to 
the Duma. The crowd watched more 
with curiosity than with apprehension. 


“Suddenly five shots flashed out. 
They were immediately followed by the 
crackle of machine guns in the same 
direction. The street was instantly 
emptied, the regiment which had been 
marching with fixed bayonets running 
with the crowd to adjacent streets to 
seek shelter. The firing was taken up 
at other points and soon a fusillade was 
going on in the whole quarter from the 
city hall to the Kazan Cathedral. Sol- 
diers joined in with rifles from their 
places of refuge, They fired wildly, there 
being nothing to aim at.”’ 


“The villa of Madamoiselle Kshesin- 
ska, dancer and former favorite of the 
Czar, was converted into the headquar- 
ters of the first machine gun regiment, 
which was one of the prime instigators 
of the trouble. Wagon after wagon 
with machine guns arrived ther@. 

“Part of the grenadiers from regi- 
ments at Moscow and Pavliovsk were 
among the anti-Government demonstru- 
tors. It is stated that garrisons from 
Orianinenbaum, 19 miles from Petro- 
grad; Tsarskoe-Selo and Peterhof are 
awaiting instructions from the Work- 
men’s and Soldiers’ Council at Petro- 
grad. 

Proclamation by Delegates. 

‘‘Leaders of the workmen’s and sol- 
diers and peasant’s delegates issued an 
appeal to all workmen and soldiers of 
Petrograd. The appeal says: 

“Certain persons who are unknown 
summon you, contrary to the unanimoug 
general will, not excepting that of the 
Socialist parties, to appear on the streets 
with weapons and invite you to pro- 
test in this fashion against the dis- 
bandment of regiments which have dis- 
honored themselves at the front by crim- 
inal breach of their duty toward the 
revolution. 

‘We, the delegates of the revolu- 
tionary democracy of ail Russia, de- 
clare that the disbandment of the regi- 
ments was the result of representations 
by the military committee, and by order 
of Minister of War Kerensky, whom you 
elected. Consequently, every act in de- 
fense of the disbanded vegiments is an 
act against your brothers shedding their 
blood at the front. We remind you that 
no military unit should appear with 
arms without special authority of the 
commander in 
ment with us. 

‘*‘Whoever infringes this order we 
brand as traitors and enemies of the 
revolution. We are taking all meas- 
ures in our power to see that this order 
is carried out.’

CORTMARTIAL BEGUN 


OF SOLDIER SLAYER 


Thirteen Army Officers Inquir- 
ing Into Killing of East St. 
Louisan by Private McCafferty. 


The trial by courtmartial of John Mc- 
Cafferty, a private in I Company, Second 
Regiment, Illinois National Guard, 
charged with the murder of John Eis- 
inger, 17, of 33% North Eighth street, who 
died Sunday morning from a baynet 
wound, inflicted by McCafferty Satur- 
day night, was begun in East St. Louis 


today. The court may inflict any pen- 
alty up to death. 

McCafferty is 23 years old, and lives in 
Chicago. Both he and Eisinger were 
printers. Capt. O. C. Smith, of Benton, 
was appointed to defend him. 

The State's Attorney is allowed by 
provision of the military and naval code 
to participaté in the case in the role of 
a prosecutor. However, a Judge-Advo- 
cate has general supervision of prose- 
cution. 

When the evidence has been taken, the 
13 army officers arise and state their 
opinion of whether the defendant is 
guilty. The officer who ranks lowest 
gives his opinion first, und that order 
continues throughout, the highest rank- 
ing officer delivering his opinion last. 

This rule is observed because a junior 
officer might allow himself to be swayed 
by the opinion of a senior officer, if he 
heard it before he spoke. 

If the verdict is guilty, each member of 
the court writes a penalty on a slip of 
paper. These are collected, and the court 
votes on all of them, beginning with the 
lightest sentence first, and so on down 
to the heaviest. Only a majority is 
necessary to determine guilt or settle on 
a penalty.

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DENMARK IN FEAR OF 
AMERICAN EMBARGO 


Expects to Feel Germany’s 
Mailed Fist if It Shuts Off 
Exports to That Country.

COPENHAGEN, July 18.—The pro- 
mulgation of the American embargo 
is for Denmark the most important 
war event since the declaration of 
war itself. In anticipation Denmark 
already feels the embargo economic 
pinch, and dreads the blow from 
Germany's mailed fist if American 
pressure forces this little country to 
discontinue all food exports to Ger- 
Like Sweden, Denmark is 
trusting that the fairness and justice 


of America will prevent too great 
severity. 

An officlal voiced the feeling here 
as follows: “No illegal trade is go- 
ing on in’ Danish exports. That 
which is taking place is according 
to agreement with both belligerent 
parties. 

“In regard to the theory that Ger- 
many would have been starved out 
if it had not been for trade through 
surrounding neutrals, I should like 
to answer that such a viewpoint is 
not sound. If such a blockade as is 
now proposed was to prove effective 
against Germany it should have been 
declared at the beginning of the 
war. A blockade at that time, how- 
ever, would virtually have driven the 
small neutrals to Germany's side. 

“If Denmark cannot get sufficient 
fodder from America she must start 
killing off cows and hogs, and where 
is she to find a market for them? There 
is no other market than Germany. Also, 
if we are to pull through nex’ winter 
we must get coal from Germany. We 
could not even run our railways without 
German coal.” 

Alexander Foss, president of the Dan- 
ish Associated Chambers of Manufac- 
turer, and a leading member of the 
Danish Economic delegation to London, 
discussed the embargo and Denmark's 
position. 

“When developments are such,” he 
said, ‘“‘that it is in America’s power ‘to 
render the position of Denmark diffi- 
cult, and force it from the maintenance 
of principles for which America has 
taken up arms, we are justified in ex- 
pecting an understanding from America.

to 16. In addition. they take tremendous 
hikes to get into condition. Here and 
there one falls by the wayside from the 
exertion, but the majority are standing 
the gaff in a way that speaks volumes 
for the efficiency of the system. 
Plans are rapidly developing for reg- 
ular and constant training in co-opera- 
tion with the French troops encamped in 
this district, whose long experience has 
been placed at the disposal of the new 
comers. 

The French and American headquar- 
ters are in the same building and there 
is constant co-operation between the two 
forces, which will soon be so developed 
that the Americans not only will have 
guidance and instruction from French 
officers but virtually there will be an 
experienced trained mentor for each 
trooper They will be willing mentors, 
too, for the French are so enthusiastic 
about the Americans that they even 
march about with American flags at- 
tached to their bayonets. 

An amusing, but not altogether happy 
feature of the inauguration of the train- 
ing camp was the confusion into which 
the telepgraph office was thrown when 
it found itself confronted with numerous 
newspaper dispatches to handle in place 
of brief messages. The length of the 
dispatches—even though they were all 
too brief—completely upset the operators 
at the beginning, and their unfamiliarity 
with the English language increased the 
mifficulties. The situation, however, is 
improving. 

AS a tribute to the marching ability of 
the troops it might be mentioned that 
the soldiers have lost so many hobnails 
on the road that many of the motor cars 
in camp have picked them up and suf- 
f@red thereby in punctures.

VOK FRIEDLANDER- FULD, GERMAN 
COAL AND OIL MAGNATE, DIES 


AMSTERDAM, July 18.—A Berlin dis- 
patch reports the death there of Fritz 
von Friedlander-Fuld, coa! and oi! mag- 
nate. Fuld was the John D. Rockefeller 
of Germany and a favorite of whe Kali- 
ser. 

On taking hold of his father's coal 
business at the death of the parent he 
found affairs sadly tangled, but bor- 
rowed money to pay the debts and Treor- 
gar-ized the busiress. Ha soon controlled 
the richest coal fields in Prussia and Aus- 
tria Silesia. He accumulated a colossal 
fortune and was regarded as the leaci- 
ing captain of ‘finance in the German 
empire. His wife possessed a consid- 
erable fortune and was the heir of a 
wealthy Jew of Amsterdam. 

Thev lived in a palatial establishment 
in Berlin and the stables were second 
only to those of the sovereign. 

When the Kaiser elevated Fuld to the 
Upper Chamber of the Legislature for 
Prussia the coal baron and his wife 
renounced tiie Jewish faith and adopted 
that of the Roman Catholic Church, 
which was necessary to take his seat 
in the Herrenhaus. He was frequently 
a guest of the Kaiser at his Berlin 
palace and country estates. 

The Von Friedelander-Fulds had one 
child, a daughter, who. several vears 
ago, was married to the Hon John Mit- 
ford, son of Lord Redesdale, whom she 
met while he was in Berlin to study 
its banking evstems. The bride's father 
settled $10,000,000 on her. The couple 
quarreled on the wedding trip, the 
bride returned to her parents and as- 
sumed her maiden name. Her husband 
received a commission in the Royal 
Horse Guards and has been at the ba: 
tle front since the start of the War.

CHURCHILL’S NEW POST 


Suitability for Minister of Muni- 
tions Doubted; Called ‘“‘Un- 


sinkable Politician.’ 


—- 


LONDON, 18.—The new Cabinet 


appointments get a mixed reception in 
The majority 
express willingness the ap- 
pointees a chance and to judge them by 
results. 

The selection of Sir 
Geddes, wht has been Director-General 


of the Mur:ti!onseSupply, to head the 
Bntish Admiraity, arrests a large share 
of editorial attention. It is described 
as startling, criginal and bold, but his 
record in other posts is amply recog- 
nized as a great one. 

The Tory press deplores the removal 
of Sir Edward Carson from the Ad- 
miralty, where it declared he has been a 
great success, while the Radicals are 
aisgruntied at his admission intu the 
‘nnermost ministerial sanctum. 

Tne reception to Winston Spencer 
Churchill, who succeeds Dr. Christopher 
Addison as Minister of Munitions, is 
nowhere enthtsiastic. The Morning 
Post, after a jukewarm reference to Sir 
Erie Camopbell Geddes and a vitriolic at- 
tack on Edwin Samuel Montague, the 
new Secretary for India, says of Church- 
ill: 

“Although we have as yet not invent- 
ed unsinkable ships, we have discovered 
an unsinkable politician.’ . It refers tu 
his ‘‘colossal biunders ard overweening 
conceit.’’ 

The newspaper fully expects he will 
repeat his ‘‘blunders’’ and says his ap- 
pointment ‘“‘shows our politicians have 
an open contempt for ali sound princi- 
ples of administration and the decancies 
of public life.”’

Churchill's enthusiasm, 
push and ingenuity are “ecognized by 
writers, who nevertheless doubt his 
suitability as Minister of Munitions, 
where the thorny task of dealing with 
labor in the production of munitions 
complicates the duties of the post in a 
manner for which it is feared Churchill 
is unequipped. 

Among these the Times says the coun- 
try is not in a mood to tolerate an at- 
tempt to resuscitate amateur strategy. 
The Daily News says Churchill has 
shown courage in accepting the post of 
Minister of Munitions, saying: “There 
are various kinds of courage. Some >f 
them are virtues.” 

Montagu’s Experience. 

Montagu has had considerable experi- 
ence in the affairs of India, having once 
held the post of Under Secretary for In- 
dia. Lately he has been in charge of a 
large committee exploring the ground 
for reconstruction after the war, and be- 
fore the recent resignation of J. Austen 
Chamberlain as Secretary for India was 
announced, it was generally supposed 
Montagu eventually would become Min- 
ister of Reconstruction. 

The necessity for finding a new Secre- 
tary for India, however, caused a modi- 
fication in the plans and Dr. Addison, 
who had been slated for the projected 
Ministry of Health, now becomes head 
of this Reconstructive Committee, which 
has been created into a kind of minis- 
terial department. 

The new Cabinet appointments arising 
out of the resignation of Chamberlain as 
Secretary for India and Andrew Bonar 
Law's desire to be relieved of his duties 
as a member of the small war Cabinet. 
which he found incompatible with his 
heavy responsibilities, first as Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer and second as lead- 
er of the House of Commons. 


Break in Tradition. 
The appointment of Sir Eric as First 


Lord of the Admiralty is another break 
with the tradition that the ministers 
should be members of one of the legis- 
lative houses. The new First Lord is 
a railway man, not a politician. Until 
recently he was in charge of the whole 
army transportation; then he became 
Controller of the Admiralty, with charge 
of all naval construction, and such a 
rapid rise to the position to which he 
now is appointed is quite remarkable 
and another instance of how Premier 
Lioyd George breaks with old political 
traditions. 

The appointment of Sir Edward Car- 
son to replace Mr. Bonar Law as the 
fifth member of th ewar cabinet is like- 
ly to create more uneasiness and strong- 
er criticism among the older Liberals 
than any other appointment. The war 
cabinet now in practice consists of only 
four men, Henderson, the Labor mem- 
ber, being still on a mission in Petro- 
grad. Of these four, Earl Curzon, Lord 
Milner and Sir Edward Carson are 
Conservatives of the most extreme ty pe, 
and complaints constantly heard from 
the Liberal and Radicsi press of the 
vndue preponderance of Conservative in- 
fluence in the Government since Lioyvd 
George took the helm, now will be tn- 
tensified. 

Experience in America. 

Sir Eric was born in India of Scot- 
tish parents 41 vears ago. At 17 he 
left school in England to seek prac- 
tical experience in America. He was 
with the Homestead Steel Works at 
Pittsburg a year and with the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad three more. 
Then he returned to India. After 
six years in India he was called to 
England in 1903 by the Northeastern 
Railroad Co. 

When at the outbreak of the war 
Lord Kitchener called on the rail- 
road managers of England to aid in 
the swift and secret transportation 
of troops to the front, the work of 
Geddes attracted his attention. 
Kitchener retained him in the ser- 
vice of the War Department to super- 
intend the transportation of muni- 
tions from factory to front 

After the battle of Somme, Sir Eric 


] was sent to France to help the 
French Government reorganize the 
congested railroads. Sir Douglas 
Haig retained him on the staff in 
France as director of transportation. 
When a special department for the 
control of munitions was organized 
in 1915 Sir Eric was drafted as dep- 
uty director of munitions.

Walter Cruise, outfielder of the 
Cardinals, and at present one of the 
leading batters in the National 
League. 


Ray Bates, third sacker of the 
Philadelphia Athletics. 

Ping Bodie, outfielder, Philadelphia 
Athletics. 


“Larry” 
nati Reds. 


Dave Shean, second baseman. Cin- 
cinnati Reds. 


Harris, infielder, Cleveland Indians. 

The above mentioned athletes are the 
only ones who have really made good. 
But of the whole bunch there is not 
one who could be classed with Jack 
Barry. Eddie Collins cost Charley Com- 
iskey $50,000, but there’s no Eddie Col- 
lins in the list, while as an allround 
outfielder there’s as much difference be- 
tween, Cruise and Tris Speaker, why 
brought in the neighborhood of $55,000, 
as between day and night. 


Only One a Newcomer. 


Of the seven rookies who still own 
regular jobs only one of them is a sure 
enough newcomer. He is Swede Ri:- 
berg, snared from the Coast League. 
and who this spring received his first 
chance in the majors. All of the others 
have had previous tryouts with some 
team. 

Cruise was sent to St. Paul by the 
Cardinals several times before he finally 
made good; Bates had a tryout with 
Cleveland; Bodie several seasons ago 
was with the White Sox; Connie Mack 
had Kopf and found him wanting:

They are Allan 
Sutton Sothoron, the righthander, 
is the Browns’ winning pitcher 
year: Dumont of the Nationals 
teon K. Cadore of the Brooklyn 
tionals. Sothoron and Cadore have won 
more than. half of their games and also 
rank well to the front in the efficiency

FINNISH MOVE 
FOR INDEPENDENCE 
GROWING SERIOUS 


Communal Bill Abolishing Prop- 
erty Qualifications Causes 
Tension. 


RUSSIAN STANDPOINT 


Governor Expects Government 
to Act; German Intrigue 
Suspected. 


HELSINGFORS, July +~.—The pro- 
posed promulgation whereby Finland 
seeks to wrest from Russia complete 
independence has caused extreme 
tension and nervousness. The sit- 
uation is complicated by the Diet’s 
continual refusal to grant a ful] 370.,- 
000,000 marks loan to Russia and by 
a threat of genera) strike if the Diet 
postpones the passage of the new 
communal bill abolishing property 
qualifications. The latter was the 
subject of a demonstration in the 
Senate Square Monday night. If no com- 
promise is reached the bill will be on 
third reading tomorrow, backed by So- 
cialists and a handful of Bourgeois 
members. : 

Other Bourgeois members of 
Sw edish-Finnish nationality, oppose 
the measure, declaring they too sup- 
port in principle complete indepen- 
dence buy that the proposed law is 
in fact unconstitutional and a coup 
d'etat would be certain to provoke 
Russia’s resentment. 

A. I. Shingeroff, Russian Minister 
of Finance, explained Russia’s diffi- 
culties, through inability to pay her 
soldiers and sailors in Finland owinz 
to lack of Finnish currency and Fin- 
land’s refusal to accept the ruble. 
Thereupon Americans undertook to 
put at Russia’s disposal all Finnish 
marks obtainable in America, also 
to furnish money of other foreign 
currencits which Finland accepts. 

Ruasian Outlines Situation. 

Governor-General Stakovitch out- 
lined to the Associated Press Russia's 
standpoint. “The seriousness of the 
situation today,” he said, “arises from 
the fact that a majoritv of the Senate 
in the Diet has abandoned legality 
and the principle of mutuality and 
insists on regulating its own inter- 
relations by the will of Finland alone. 

“That is not all. The new inde- 
pendence bill is also a flat violation 
of Finland’s own continental laws. 
The latter required a 5-6th majority 
in the Diet for an amendment of the 
Constitution by quick procedure. The 
Soctalist backers ofthe bill must, 
therefore, declare it, not an amend- 
ment to the Constiution, but only an 
ordinary law or to gain the required 
majority must make a compromise 
with the opposition which stands in 
agreement with Russia. 

“The present form cf the bill prac- 
tically establishes a Finnish republic 
not making any reference to Russian 
connection. It does not even recognize 
the Governor-Generalship and, al- 
though it declares it does not apply 
to foreign affairs or the army and 
the navy, nevertheless it concedes to 
Russia no specific right in these mat- 
ters. 

“It is inconceivable that the pro- 
visional Government will consent to 
this even if passed.” 


Government’s Attitude. 
Asked what would be Russia’s at- 


titude in the event the measure be- 
came a law, Stakovitch answered: 

“The provisional Government will 
protably issue a declaration of pro- 
test to the allies.” 

Even if the bill is forced through 
and the Diet legislates under it, op- 
position and refusal to obey the law 
is expected on the part of those whose 
property interests are affected. Even- 
tual anarchy is a possibility since 
Finland is without material force to 
compel obedience. 

“Therefore,” continued Governor- 
General Stakovitch, “though I expect 
no repression from Russia for at 
least two or three weeks, I am con- 
vinced that after that Russia will be 
cbliged to intervene.” 

It is believed that Russian extrem- 
ists themselves oppose Finland's 
move. 

M. C. Tcheidse, the Russian Social- 
ist Deputy, declared at a congress of 
Workmen and Soldiers’ delegates that 
Finnish independence meant  inde- 
pendence established only by Russo- 
Finnish agreement with a constitu- 
ent assembly's action.

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CHINESE MARESMANSHIP. 
Apparently the worst sufferers in the recent 
decisive battle between republican and imperial 
armies in China were non-combatants and the 
atmosphere. A prodigious quantity of gunpowder 
was shot off when the opposing thousands 
clashed, but only 10 soldiers were killed on 
both sides and 30 more were wounded. Fatalities 
among the spectators amounted to at least 30 
One expected better shooting since the burden 
of the news of the last year or so from that part 
of th» world has been that China had made won- 
derful advances in the military art under . ap- 
anese and German instructors. It seems, how- 
ever, that the Chinese have not yet got over the 
habit they had in the Chino-Japanese war. If one 
of them did have a gun, he would shut both eves. 
pull'the trigger and, when he found the recoil 
had only bruised his shoulder, not broken it. he 
would shout “Whooppee!"’ and immediately begin 
celebrating the great victory. 

It is,really disappointing that a free, repub- 
lican land. should be so lamentably weak ‘n 
markmanship. However, it gives us an easy 
action in case our country ever has 
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trouble with China. We shall wait until her army 
is ready and then send an East St. Louis mob 
over there to show what a genuine democracy 
can do when it has the will to slaughter. 
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LAW AND ORDER FIBST. 

Careful examination into the causes of race 
rioting in the Missouri lead belt and in East St. 
Louis clearly shows that whatever the proxi- 
mate reasons may have been, economic and in- 
dustrial conditions are at the bottom of it all. 

In both cases apologists for the rioters have 
claimed justification on the grounds of self-de- 
fense. In East St. Louis they say ¢he importa- 
tion of unorganized negro laborers by big indus- 
trial concerns made conditions intolerable for 
established and organized labor. Substitute the 
words ‘unorganized foreign labor” for ‘“unor- 
ganized negro labor” in the formula and the same 
excuse is advanced for the Flat River imbroglio. 

Race prejudice is a contributive rather than 
a causative factor in such disturbances. Negro 
laborers and unorganized immigrants have lower 
standards of living than white American :abor- 
ers have. They will work for less money, at 
longer hours and with fewer conveniences in 
houses and factories; they are more tractable 
and less likely to go on strike. 

When two such hostile: factions live in the same 
community the course of developments follows 
the logical train of discontent, suspicion, trifles 
exaggerated into grievances, animosity, threats, 
individual clashes, reprisals until there is an ex- 
plosion, when instinctive racial antipathies 
flame forth and terrible crimes are committed. 

It is not sufficient to lay the blame entirely 
upon the rapacity of employers or the greed of 
big business. Greed and rapacity are vital ele- 
ments, of course, but the whole assemblage of 
human weaknesses is also involved. 

Society’s duty is clear. It must forever strive 
to find economic remedies for economic ills. But 
when either side, impatient of the progress of or- 
derly redress, resorts to murder, arson or other 
forms of duress, it must be checked with an iron 
hand. 

Illinois in, the East St. Louis case and Mis- 
souri in the Flat River case must punish the of- 
fenders and re-establish law and order. There 
must be no paltering compromises. Deep as the 
grievances of any faction may be, it must be 
taught that the welfare of all society is para- 
mount and that that welfare is endangered when 
the devils of the mob-spirit are turned loose upon 
the commonwealth. 
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A CASE FOR THE CLOTURE. 

The House was so generally convinced of the 
importance of an overwhelming army of aero- 
planes in prosecuting the war against Germany 
that it debated the $640,000,000 aviation bill only 
five hours and then rushed it into the Senate. 
The Senate Military Affairs Committee is so im- 
pressed the same way that it orders a favorable 
report after 45 minutes of discussion and the road 
appeared to be wide open for getting the bill to 
the President by tonight. 

But it is now seen that the road just ahead is 
beset by certain obstructive Senators. They are 
of the Senators who tried to disarm the United 
States in-venturing to assert its rights on the high 
Seas against Germany. They are of those who 
have before in effect acted as allies of the Kaiser, 
if they have not plainly spoken in such a capacity. 

What moves them now to obstruction in the 
very face of the enemy we do not know. It may 
be the news from Germany that Zeppelin con- 
struction has been dropped and all its energy 
given to aeropiane building, in anticipation of the 
American effort. It may be something else. But 
the effect is to give the enemy a start against 
their own country. 

What do you call that? What is talking against 
time, where time hurts us and aids the enemy? 

There is but one thing for the Senate to do, if 
the La Follettes and the Gronnas persist in their 
avowed purpose. It has a cloture rule especially 
adopted for their cases. It should be invoked.

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THE PAN-GERMAN MOTIVE. 

To a German symposium upon the supposed 
effectiveness of the submarine campaign, Ad- 
miral von Schroeder, commanding at Bruges, con- 
tributed the following: 

The submarine war shows the high strate- 
gic value of the Belgian coast and its in- 
dispensability to us now, and in the future, 
for the protection of the Empire. 

Permanent possession. of Belgium has iain at 
the foundation of the whole pan-German scheme. 
Its annexation alone would be ample justifica- 
tion, in Junkerdom eyes, for all the sacrifices 
of the war. Small wonder that the autocrats 
have closed their ears to the Reichstag appeal for 
a peace without annexations. The very existence 
of their country seems to them not too small a 
stake to wager in the hope of gaining such a 
prize. 

Nevertheless, the Admiral is mistaken. Pos- 
session of Belgium is not indispensable to Ger- 
many. It is merely indispensable to German au- 
tocracy, and that simply because German autoc- 
racy has elected to stand or fall upon this issue. 
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ESCHEW BREAD, EAT CORN CAKE. 

According to Government estimates the 1917 
corn crop of the United States will be in excess of 
3,000,000,000 bushels, while the wheat output will 
be about 700,000,000 bushels, 200,000,000 less than 
the estimated requirements of the United States 
and the entente. We must be careful therefore 
with our use of wheat flour, but as far as corn 
is concerned we may go as far as we like. 

In the South the use of corn meal is well known, 
but in the North corn on the cob and the corn 
fed to hogs are the only varieties housewives 
know. The patriotic woman will do well to fa- 
miliarize herself this fall and winter with the 
various forms of appetizing and delicious “‘cakes”’ 
that can be made of America’s greatest staple, 
Corn pone, egg bread, hoe cake, hominy, grits, 
corn mea) muffins and corn mea} dumplings—al! 
of them are as appetizing and as nutritious as 
wheat bread. By so doing she will not only pop- 
ularize herself with those who eat at her table,
